The rket prov- 
ed decidedly resilient though and prices suap- 
ped hack before the end of t morning to 
above yesterday's closing levels. 

In the afteruoon the advance went eren 
further and leading stocks bike General Mo- 
tors, Steel and investment rails, tepped 
their lows of the morning by more than 
three points. In 
manipulated issues the upswings were violent. 

This striking reversal in the stock mar- 
ket's trend was easily the most interesting 
development of the day whieh saw also the 
rise of sterling to another new bigh. a mod- 
erate recovery in cotton and the maintenance 
of a iarge enough supply of call funds at 
the stock exchange rate of 4 per cent to 
ferce an overflow into a 38 3-4 per cent 
outside market. 

The bond market was exceediacly dull. 

Iu the early recessionary period, Genera! 
Motors seemed to he the center of the bear 
attack. During the October reaction 125 
was its point of resistance and there seemed 
to be a concerted attempt ta break the stock 
below that. Its lowest price, however, was 
125 1-8. Other notable sufferers during the 
first hour were United States Steel, Radio, 
Texas Gulf, and Goodrich. Without excep- 
tion they all participated vigorously in the 
recovery. The sharpest rises, however, were 
those in ““GNP."’ Wright Aero, Transve and 
Williams and United States Industrial Al- 
cohol, which gained five points or more 
each.
